Jenner and Timothy Taylor, - 
in a Book of theirs, Entituled, Quakeri/77, 
Anatomized and Confuted : In which Book 
among other things they ſay,” The Q- 
kers deny the Lord that brought them, 
&c. In reply to this, W. P. 1n p. 146. 
of the Apology, ſays, 1/t. He takes ap « 
whole Chapter in his endeavours to prove, 
that we aeny the Lora that bought us, 
though wery falſly, and with equal inſacceſs.. 
And here he brings in a Quotation out 
of Quakeriſm Anatomized, &C. P. 153, 
154. The Quotation 1s thus cut of Jex- 
wer , Becauſe we deny that Perſon ( the 
Son of God ) that Dyed at Jeruſalem to 
be our. Redeemer. | 
And immediately W. P. ſubjoyns, 
which moſt horid Imputation has been 
Anſwered more (TI believe) than a Thou- 
ſand times ; that is, That he that laid 
down his Life, and ſuffered his Body to be 
Crucified by the Jews, without the Gates 
of Jeruſalem, 7s Chriſt the only Son of the 
. --ff Fligh Goa : But that the outward 
Perſon 
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Perſon ( or Body only, which is what YY. 
P. meant as appears by what follow) which 
Suffered was properly the Son of God, we 
atterly deny, and it is a perfect Coutraditt- 
ou to their own Principles; A Body haſt 
thou prepared me, ſaid the Son ; then - 
the Sow was not the Boay,. though the Bo 
dy was the Sons ; this brings him more un- 
der the charge of making him but a meer 
Man, than \us, who acknowledge him to be 

One with the Father, and of a Natare 
Eternal and Immorial ; for he was Glori- 
fied with the. Father before the VVorld was. 
The Patching and Horrid Forgery of 7. 
Badd in. this place is ſurely without Ex- 
ample, for here he has not been content 
only to piek a Line, but alſo to joyn to 
it (asYY.

Thirdly, Death came by Actual Sin, not

teouſnefs, ana not Impatative. 

There are Three more Concluſions 
which follow, and which for brevity 
fake, I omit, willing only to recite ſo much 
as may take in all that. 7. Badd has here 
and there pick?d to make up his Quotati- 
on, only next immedaately after the Three 
Concluſions ; which, I ſay, I have left 
out, there follows a ſhort Confeſſion of 
our Faith, which it may be -ofFvice 
to the Honeſt-minded to publiſh ; as alſo 
a Teſtimony againit the Apoſtacy, Hypo- 
cricy and Enyy of T. Bad, who could not 
but ſee it when he mangled that part of 
the Book, as he thought, for his Ser- 
vice: It 1s 1n p. 149.
